“And they . . . went their way; and lo, 
the star, which they saw in the east, went before 
them, till it came and stood over where the young 
child was. And when they saw the star, they re- 
joiced with exceeding great joy. And they came 
into the house and saw the young child with Mary 
his mother; and they fell down and worshipped 
him; and opening their treasures they offered unto 
him gifts, gold and frankincense and myrrh.” 

And they who read these words know them- 
selves to be like the Wise Men of old. They bring 
their gifts to Christ, precious gifts, priceless 
gifts—the gift of life, the gift of light, the gift of 
peace, the gift of plenty—and they bear witness 
to the fulfillment of the promises of Christ, the 
Word of God made manifest.

Into 
this Christmas service, in which we are met to- 
gether, into our prayers and lives there streams 
a heavenly light, the light of the Christ Spirit. 
The power of the newborn Christ in us blesses 
us and blesses others as we speak the living Christ 
word, the word of healing, substance, order, free- 
dom, light, and joy. Christ is our fulfillment.” 

The glory of the birth of Christ that made a 
manger a place of miracle fills the room, fills each 
heart here, and ordinary, everyday people are 
transfigured by the wonder and the beauty and 
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the miracle of the Christmas story made real to 
them this day. 

In this still room, filled with the feeling of 
Christmas, there are no longer a hundred people 
only.
